Boone had now become both citizen 
and officer in Missouri at the age of

In every state 
he 
made contributions, in two, Kentucky 
and Missouri, his name ranks among 
the highest in honor and service. 
Under the famous elm “Judgment 
Tree’’, in front of his log cabin 
near 
Femme Osage, Boone dispensed ju s­ 
tice to native and neighbor. 
As syn­ 
dic he was sheriff and commandant, 
jury and judge. In his district he was 
the only government servant outside 
of St. Louis. 
His official acts and de­ 
cisions were final, since all honored 
his honesty and respected his ability. 
He could write legibly, though he was 
a poor speeler. 
He could read, and 
he could survey and take notes. These 
were markings of an educated man to 
the pioneers. 
But his honesty, cour­ 
age and keen sense of justice made 
well wishers even of those whom he 
penalized.

"Moldtnesa In b utter la ab solutely 
preventab le b y any creamery operator 
who Is willing to apply diligent effort,” 
say s Harold Mack, b acteriologist for 
th* division of dairy husb andry of tha 
University of Minnesota. 
“Molds a r t living plants and must 
b e present and alive to do any dam­ 
age,’’ Mr. Macy adds. 
"If they are ex­ 
cluded or destroy ed there will he no 
motdtness of tb e b utter." 
Molds 
grow 
luxuriantly 
In 
sour 
cream or b uttermilk. 
If tb e b utter­ 
milk tank In the creamery is teuptled 
every 
few 
day s 
for cleansing 
and 
sterilizing, and If farm er patrons of 
the creamery would use two seta of 
cans, one for carry ing their cream to 
the plant and the other for transport­ 
ing b uttermilk hack 
home, the uni­ 
versity b acteriologist say s a trem en­ 
dous forw ard step would b e taken 
against moldy b utter. 
Coupled with 
these precautions the vats of cream 
should b e pasteurized, and the pipes 
and i» umps through which the cream 
passes should he washed and sterlltzed 
daUy . 
Tub a in which tha b utter is 
packed should b e cleaned with at earn 
and paraffin and lined with treated 
liners and circles. 
By “treating’’ Is 
meant b oiling them In saturated salt 
b rlue solution or soaking In a forma­ 
lin solution. 
Moldy b utter Is costing creameries 


of the country many thousands of dol­ 
lars.

Overfeeding Calf Will 
Impair Its Digestion 


It Is q uite customary to feed whole 
milk to a calf for a period of three 
or four weeks. 
If the caff.Is not in a 
good pb y alcal condition at that time, 
whole milk may b e continued for a 
week or two longer, 
f a r e should b e 
exercised at the b eginning To not feed 
the calf too much, especially milk test­ 
ing high In fat. 
Two or three pounds 
at a feediug twice a day is enough 
to start with. 
Even with thia small 
q uantity , 
which 
Is 
Inadeq uate 
to 
nourish the calf properly , it Is well to 
dilute It a little with warm w ater If 
it is from a cow testing 4% to 5%. 
It la b etter to start with too little 
and gradually Increase the calf's al­ 
lowance than to overfeed and pro­ 
duce scours, for whenever a calf’s 
digestion Is Impaired It req uires con­ 
siderab le time b efore It b ecomes nor­ 
mal. 
More calves are overfed at the 
b eginning than are underfed. 
After the caif has reached the age 
of three to four weeks and Is making 
good normal growth, 
a little skim milk 
may ba added to tha whole milk. This 
process can b e continued for a week, 
Increasing the skiui milk and reducing 
the whole milk until the calf Is placed 
entirely upon skim milk. At that time 
a good normal calf would he taking 
from six to nine pounds of milk night 
and morning. 
If milking Is done si 
noon, It U a good practice to faed 
the calf three times per day . 


Potato Growers Making

Infectious disease which may b e trans­ 
m itted from chick to chick b y co ntact, 
is caused b y a germ which multiplies 
rapidly In the b ody of the chick, caus­ 
ing a 
severe diarrhea that proves 
fa­ 
tal in a large majority of the infected 
flo cks. It has b een definitely (» roved 
that hens which appear healthy inuy 
carry in their organs of reproduction 
the germ which causes this disease 
and 
which 
munifests 
itself in 
the 
y oung chicks within two or three day s 
after hatching. 
Healthy chicks In the 
sam e incub ators or b rooders may he 
come infected b y contact, or b y eating 
food 
o r drinking froru 
vessels that 
have b ecome contaminated with the 
droppings of these sick chicks. 
White 
diarrhea 
usually 
develops 
q uickly , causing a heavy loss in chicks 
that are a few day s to a week or more 
o f age. 
The chicks huddle together, 
appear sleepy or stupid, and have no 
appetite. 
The droppings are white in 
color 
and 
this 
causes 
u 
condition 
called “pasted up l» ehlnd.’’ 
The chicks 
die within a few* hours or day s after 
the disease Is noticed. 
AH sick chicks should he killed and. 
along with all litter, refuse, and feed 
tha t Is found in the b rooder house, 
b urned. 
All 
utensils 
used 
in 
and 
ab out the b rooder house and the house 
itself, should b e thoroughly cleaned, 
scalded with b oiling water, and dtsiu 
fected. 
only healthy chicks should ha 
put iu the disinfected b rooder house. 
It Is b est if possib le to move them to 
entirely new q uarters. 
No satisfactory medical treatment 
for Infected chicks has b een found. 
T he 
disease 
may 
he 
prevented 
b y 
hatching eg^s from diseas*--fr« *e Hocks. 
Certain drugs used in the drinking 
w ater uld In preventing tlie spread of 
disease In chicks. 
Bichloride of m er­ 
cury In the proportion of 20 grams to 
•very gallon of water is recommended. 
Sour milk or b uttermilk should form a 
good part of the rut Ion. 
To save a 
flock when 
the Infection has 
once 
started req uire* rouHtant care and uu 
tiring efforts.

Scientists say that leg weakness In 
chicks reared Indoors is caused, not 
b y the wrong feed, hut b y the lack of 
direct sunshine which enab les them to 
use their food lu b uilding a good, 
strong skeleton. 
And b y direct sun 
shine they mean sunshine that has not 
h» st most of Its effect b y b eing sifted 
through glass or cloth. 
Leg-weakness 
la at the seat of many chirk troub les, 
preventing sufficient exercise aud m ak­ 
ing It difficult for the chicks t© secure 
rheir feed. 
It Is therefore lmp» » rtant that the 
chicks b e allowed outdoors ou the 
sunny day s as early as possib le. 
A 
little while each day Is b etter than 
not at all. 
A small y ard can b e pro 
vlded so as to simplify getting them 
hack Into the house when desired. 
If. 
because of cold weather, the chick* 
cannot 
b e 
outdoors, 
the 
windo ws 
should b e opened at the b ottom so as 
to allo w the entrance of the 
sun’s 
ray s without Interference. 
Green stuff such as clover sods that 
have b een grown In the sunshine, y olks 
of egg laid b y hens that have b een on 
range, and crude cod liver oil, fed at 
ib out 1 to 2 per cent of the ration, 
will help to make up for the lack of 
sunshine, hut moat poultry keepers 
will prefer to use sunshine whenever 
possib le.—Cora Cake, Extension Poul­ 
try Specialist, University of Minne­ 
sota.

Young Turkeys Require 
Shelter in Wet Weather 
Young turkeys are susceptible to wet 
weather 
One precaution that must 
always be observe*} lu handling the 
young poults Is to see that they have 
a dry place where they are protected 
from the rainstorms, and that they 
have a dry place to roost. 
- Turkey hens will lay vehen a year 
old if they are well matured. 
It Is 
probably best to keep the majority of 
the flock older hens, but It Is neces­ 
sary to keep soifte of the better youof 
hens to gradually replace the older 
hens. 
In this way the flock can be 
kept In the best of condition. 
In feeding and caring for young 
[ioults there are as many different 
rations and 
methods 
advocated 
as 
there are for chicks. 
No food should be given to the 
young poults for the first 36 to 48 
hours. 
During the first week hard- 
boiled infer*lie eggs chopped fine and 
mixed with equal parts of rolled oats 
and fed In limited quantities three 
times a day is a satisfactory ration.

pointment of Daniel Boone as syndic 
for the Femme Osage 
district, 
St. 
Charles County. The date is July 11, 
1800. The appointor was Charles De- 
hnult Delassus, the last Spanish lieu­ 
tenant-governor of Upper Louisiana. 
Delassus was an admirer of this clas­ 
sic and best known American pioneer 
and on Boone’s arrival in Missouri 
the year before had granted him I,« 
000 aprens of land, 
or 
845 
acres. 
Boone had now become both citizen 
nd officer in Missouri at the age of 
66 years, after having sreved as such 
North 
Carolina, 
Kentucky 
and 
West Virginia. 
In every state 
he 
made contributions, in two, Kentucky 
and Missouri, his name ranks among 
the highest in honor and service. 
Under the famous elm “Judgment 
Tree“, in front of his log cabin 
near 
Femme Osage, Boone dispensed jus­ 
tice to native and neighbor. 
As syn­ 
dic he was sheriff and commandant, 
ury and judge. In his district he was 
the only government servant outside 
»f St. Louis. 
His official acts and de­ 
cisions were final, since all honored 
his honesty and respected his ability. 
He could write legibly, though he was 
poor speeler. 
He could read, and 
he could survey and take notes. These 
were markings of an educated man to 
the pioneers. 
But his honesty, cour­ 
age and keen sense of justice made 
well wishers even of those whom he 
penalized. 
To be defeated in a suit 
at law or to be whipped on the back 
in punishment of crime, seldom caus­ 
es the loser or culprit to feel friendly 
toward his judgment maker. 
But all 
litigants, winners and losers, praised 
Daniel Boone, the syndic. 
His court 
followed no rules of evidence, no ease 
precerdents, but went as best it could 
to the heart

right 
and 
wrong. 
There is no record of an appeal from 
the decision of Daniel Boone. 
The most interesting life in west­ 
ern history, qprhaps not surpassed in 
American, is that

Daniel Boone. 
Wherein lies the charm of this sim­

Quaker parentage? 
He was not a 
talker or w riter? 
He was not a suc­ 
cess in business 
or

He 
was not the first scout or settler in 
Kentucky or Missouri ? 
He wandered 
and roved, he missed opportunity

dozen times. 
He was twice or thrice 
captive. 
In his old age 
he 
was 
without means. 
Still Daniel 
Boone 
was known even in Europe a quarter 
of a century before he died. 
Without 
single great discovery or historic 
act to his credit, living a simple life 
open as a book, he outranks in popu­ 
lar appeal, in 
printed 
biagraphies, 
every other American pioneer. 
The 
name Daniel Boone has been a house­ 
hold word honored and respected and 
well known in America for a hundred 
and fifty years. 
Whoever solves this 
problem will himself make a contri­ 
bution. 
The life of Daniel Boone is a Greek 
tragedy. 
Man and beast, civilization 
and nature, battled for and 
against 
him. 
Fate or destiny made him the 
guide of the wealthy as well as

poor in selecting the

land in 
Kentucky. 
Fate smiled on him as he 
surveyed a thousand acres here and

Overfeeding Calf Will 
Impair Its Digestion 


It Is quite customary to feed whole 
uillk to a calf tor a period of three 
or four weeks. If the catf.la not in a 
good physical condition at that time, 
whole milk may he continued for n 
week or two longer. 
Care should be 
exercised at the beginuiug to not feed 
the calf too much, enpeclally milk test­ 
ing high In fat. Two or three pounds 
at a fecdiug twice a day la enough 
to start with. 
Even with this small 
quantity, 
which 
is 
Inadequate 
to 
nourfeh the calf properly, It Is well to 
dilute It a little with warm water If 
It la from a cow testing 4% to 0%. 
It la better to start with too little 
and gradually Increase the calf’s al 
lowauce than to overfeed aud pro­ 
duce scours, for whenever a calf's 
digestion la Impaired It requires con 
siderable time before tt becomes nor 
mat 
More calves are overfed at the 
beginning than are underfed. 
After the calf haa reached the age 
of three to four week* and la making 
good normal growth, a little skim milk 
may be added to the whole milk. This 
process can be continued for a week, 
increasing the skim milk and reducing 
the whole milk until the calf la placed 
entirely upon aklm milk. At that time 
a good normal calf would be taking 
from aix to nine pounds of milk night 
and morning. 
If milking la done at 
uoon, it la a good practice to feed 
the calf three times per day. 


White diarrhea in chickens, a very 
Infectious disease which may be trans­ 
mitted from chick to chick by contact. 
Is caused by a germ which multiplies 
rapidly in the body of the chick, cann­ 
ing a severe diarrhea that proves fa­ 
tal In a large majority of the Infected 
flocks. 
It has beeu definitely proved 
that hens which ap|*ear healthy may 
carry In their organa of reproduction 
the germ which causes tills disease 
and which manifests Itself In the 
young chicks within two or three duya 
after hatching. 
Healthy chicks In the 
me lucubators or brootlers may he 
come Infected by contact, or hy eating 
food or drinking from vessel* that 
have become contaminated with the 
droppings of these tick chicks. 
White 
diarrhea 
usually 
develops 
quickly, causing a heavy losa in chicks 
that art a few days to a week or more 
of ag«. The chicks huddle together, 
appear sleepy or stupid, and lisve no 
appetite. The droppings are white In 
color and this causes a condition 
called “pasted up l»ehlnd.” The chicks 
die within a few hours or days after 
the disease Is noticed. 
All sick chicks should be killed and. 
along with all Utter, refuse, aud feed 
that Is found In the brooder house, 
burned. 
All 
utensils 
used 
In 
and 
•bout the brooder house aud the house 
Itself, should be thoroughly cleaned, 
scalded with boiling water, and dlslu 
fected. Only healthy chicks should be 
put In the disinfected brooder house. 
U la best if poealble to move them to 
entirely new quarters. 
No satisfactory medical treatment 
for Infected chicks haa been found 
The disease may he preveuted by 
hatching egjca from dlseaae-free flocks. 
Certain drugs used in the drinking 
water aid In preventing tlm spread of 
disease In chicks. 
Bichloride of wer 
enry In the pro|Mirtlon of ‘JO grams to 
•very gallon of water la recommended 
Sour milk or buttermilk should form a 
good part of the ration. To save 
flock when the Infection hat once 
started requires constant care end uu 
tiring efforts.

And by direct sun­ 
shine they mean sunshine that hae not 
lost most of Its effect hy being alftod 
through glass or cloth. 
Leg-weakneae 
Is at the seat of many chick trouble«, 
preventing suffldent exercise and mak­ 
ing it difficult for the chirks to tocure 
rhetr toed. 
It la therefore Important that the 
chicks be allowed outdoors on the 
sunny days as early as possible.

Seed Poultry Yards for 
Prevention of Diseases 
Success with chicks depend* large­ 
ly upon the condition of their runs. 
The moat effective prevention and con­ 
trol of disease« and parasites trans­ 
mitted through the soli, Is te provide 
a heavy growth of vegetation which 
will clean up the »»II. This applies 
particularly to cuccldtosta, Intestinal 
worms, and tuberculosis. 
Alstke. blue »grass, aud timothy or 
vetch and rye are very satisfactory 
sesd mixtures for brooder ruua and 
poultry yards. A generous application 
sf lime will aid In the growth of vege­ 
tation and cleansing the. soil. Seeding 
the yards in .this way not only over­ 
comes the dUeaae contamination of 
the soil, but provides an abundance 
ef green feed In the yards which Is so 
essential for the chicks In the spring. 
The brooder houses should be moved 
so the grouud occupied by chicks this 
year can be seeded now. They should 
be placed on new ground each spring 
and the following year tbey may be 
returned to the ground on which they 
now stand.

Shelter in Wet Weather 
Young turkeys are susoeptlbfe to wet 
weather. One precaution that must

■ dry place where they are protected 
from the rainstorms, and that they 
have a dry place to roost.
